The other day a good Catholic layman remarked: “I never 
had so many pople ask me questions about the Catholic faith. 
Every few days, some one comes along and puts a difficulty to me.”

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WITH THE REFUGEES FROM MEXICO. 
Special Correspondence to OUR SUNDAY VISITOR. 
: San Antonio, Texas, October 20, 1914. 

Behind the Cathedral of San Fernando in this city stand the rem- 
nants of the old Mission of thé same name; no longer a church, but made 
over into quarters for the Spanish priests attending the Cathedral. 

The old Mission has become one of the most interesting places in 
Texas, for, day after day, to it flock refugees from disturbed Mexico, 
chiefly Archbishops, Bishops and priests. But the clergy are not the 
only visitors. Yesterday [ climbed the Worn and narrow stairs to the 
Pastor's office, to find the room full of dark-skinned women and men. 
Mixed with the crowd was a former Mexican Cabinet Minister and his 
Secretary, both looking for a home on the safe side of the Rio Grande. 
‘A charming man was the ex-Minister. What a lucky thing it was that 
we had Freneh in common, otherwise, | would have missed a mint of 
information. 

The whole eity is full of refugees: peons, politicians, millionaires 
without their millions, Americans whose haciendas were seized, Arch- 
bishops and Bishops, priests, teachers and nuns, rich and poor; bit, the 
poor are very rich, because there is work on the new city improvements, 
and the rich are very poor, because all they had has been confiscated. 

Yesterday I dined with four Archbishops and three Bishops; one of 
the latter wore a green necktie, which he couldn't tie at all, and a 
moustache. He came through disguised. The others were made up 
about half clerical. One of the Archbishops had come through as a peon. 
Another, who was old and feeble, had just gotten out of jail, after a 
month as a-—prisoner. : 

Stories? There are stories in plenty. The great difficulty is to make 
a selection. Then, it is unfortunate that the stories must be published 
without names attached. These refugees expect, some day, to return to 
Mexico: and they have no wish to be shot for having told the truth about 
their treatment. : 

What is the truth? Just, that Mexico today, almost all of Mexico, 
is in a state of anarchy—-and anarchy is a mild term to use in trying to 
convey an idea of the situation. No one is in authority. Carranza has 
no power. He entered Mexico City with a tatterdemalion hoard at his 
heels. His officers never knew military training. Many of them were 
teachers and preachers under American Mission boards; now out of a 
religious job, they are making a living by killing and stealing. The 
soldiers are all sorts of peons and Indians. Some had Indian feathers 
on their heads. Some were halfnaked. Beside them’ marched a hoard 
of women, part lawful wives, but for the most part just prostitutes. Some 
women rode on horseback. ~They were gaudily dressed, with saddle 
blankets that only too well showed their origin,—chasubies from looted 
churches. 

When the mob entered they were received in silence by the people: 
but a paid clique threw confetti, and merchants decorated their stores 
under, compuision. 

The officers took the houses that pleased them. Also, they took 
whatever else they desired. When a house was seized, the owner went 
out to find a place for his family. He dared not pass a barracks if he had 


pretty female children—the Carrangistas prefer the young, The stories 


told by the refugees on this point are so abominable and shocking as to 
be beyond belief,—but they are absolutely true. The officers go to the 
homes, and demand the girts. 
brutes. The girls are the daughters of Mexico City’s decent people. Qne 
case Was witnessed by a refugee priest here, where the child was out: 
raged on the very street. An American lady passing through the waiting 
room of the raliway station had to cover her eyes, She was going 


through what was worse than a brothel in full swing; only there ia the — 


half-decency of concealment in a brothel, There is no such an idea in 
Mexico. .All this is under Carransa’s so-called rule. 

“What do you think of Villa?” was asked of one military man who 
knew him well. “Oh, he is better than Carrahza, aé a wan; but morally 
he is nothing but a beast.”

Of course, the clergy have had a hard time. One Archbishop I met 
yesterday I said wag just out of jail, He had no money, so there was 
nothing else for him. Another was a sight to make angels weep when he 
crossed the line, dressed in the little trousers of a native and hot much 
else. The Bishop with a mustache does not own the clothes on his back. 
Please God, the Extension Society will remedy that defect before night. 
A picture of the refugees at the Oblate Fathers’ Seminary was taken 
yesterday. The photographers asked the Bishops to put their pectoral 
crosses outside their coats, Bless you, how could all do that? Some had 
no pectoral crosses nor episcopal rings either: they were glad oncugh to 
have the breast and fingers without any ornamentation, : 

Two Oblate Fathers came-in last Saturday night. One was a Ger- 
‘Man, and the other a Frenchman; but they hadn’t fought about the war 
‘In Burope. They had worries of their own. Both weré disguised. The 
German had a Mexican blanket over him. It was funny to see them try 
to keep their fingers away from their innocent little moustaches. You 
see, moustaches are a novelty of style which Carfanza forced upon 
priests who had to get out of Mexico. Moustaches spelled safety. 

A big Spanish priest got out disguised as a banker. By the way, 
what does a banker look like? Can you guess? I would have taken the 
disguised priest for a highwayman. Well, maybe he thought it was one 
and the same thing. Perhaps it is in Mexico. 

My little German friend was a composer. He could have made good 
had they led him to a piano. His French companion was an artist, and 
there would have been no trouble about his proving that. He was one 
of the greatest painters in Mexico.. No need of painters in Mexico now. 
It is already painted red——-with blood. 

I am gradually getting stories out of the refugees regarding crimes 
against the Sisters, but it is hard work. No one wants to talk of them. 
The people just turn white and shut their fists when the subject is men- 
tioned. “Can you blaine them? But, the outrages were committed. I 
have the words of two Bishops for it, and I expect documental evidence 
within ten days direct from Mexico. "The convents suffered awfully, One 
Sister jumped from the roof.~She preferred death,to dishonor, and she 
had her wish. The others had no choice. 

Who is responsible? Those who encouraged the Constitutionalists 
to make a hell-hole out of the most beautiful country in the world. The 
refugees state plainiy that. the United States did the work, supplied money 
and guns, erected wireless stations for the rebels, did everything possible 
to help them. Now the same people are helping Villa. 

“The decent Mexicans say,” one of them told me, “that you people 
want to let Mexico kill herself so that you can then come in without 
costing you a life or a dollar.” I don’t know if that is true or not. They 
say it, but now they want usin. On every side I hear the same: “Why 
does not the United States intervene? Now is the time. If there is to be 
anything left of Mexico, it must be soon.” 

“Is there no party or man who can bring order out of the chaos?” 
I asked of an Archbishop. Sadly he shook his head. If the heads of our 
government, Wilson and Bryan, could hear the things I have been hear- 
ing for the last week, they would realize that “the head that wears a 
crown” has no monopoly of uneasiness. People who were robbed, 
Americans, too, curse them bitterly. But the clergy say nothing. The 
vigor has been pretty well hammered out of them, and they are not all 
Americans,—only afew of them are. 

I thought I knew the American Bishops of Texas? I didn’t; that is, 
I didn’t know them well. I knew they were poor, but I never realized 
how much they could make even their poverty do. The rest of the coun- 
try did nothing to help the refugee priests and Sisters. Texas did every- 
thing. Bishop Shaw of San Antonio ought to be canonized. So ought 
the others. It is disrespectful to say it, but they are bricks. Without a 
thought of what it would cost, they have cared for these poor exiles. God 
bless them for it. 

And, by the way, you Can help, too, if you wish. Archbishop Quigley 
and the Church Extension Society sent me here to do what I could. and 
I was not sent with empty hands. Tonight I will be filling out orders for 
shoes, underwear, hats, Clothes, etc. Maybe some of you who read this 
will want to send a little donation to the Mexican Relief Bureau of the 
Catholic Extension Sotiety, McCormick Building, Chicago? This situa- 


tion is going to need a lot of money to handle, and to keep the Church - 


going in Mexico. At present, there really is no Church. It is wiped out. 
But the Faith is still there, and the sun will shine again sometime.
